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Dear Sir: 

This paper is submitted in response to the Office Action mailed October 20, 2006. 

The Examiner has required election of one of the following claim groups for further 
prosecution on the merits: 

Group I: Claims 1-21, directed to a method of treating symptoms of a chronic 
neurological disorder or pain by administering an antidepressant; and 

Group II: Claims 22-28, directed to a dose pack of antidepressant. 
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Further, if Group I is elected, the Examiner has required election of a species of a chronic 
neurological disorder or pain, and a species of antidepressant. 

Applicant hereby elects the claims of Group I (claims 1-21) without traverse. Applicant 
elects fibromyalgia syndrome (FMS) as the species of chronic neurological disorder and milnacipran 
as the species of antidepressant. 

Claims 1-3 and 6-21 read upon the elected species.
